Devil Takes a Beating 
At Monmoutn College 


WEST LONG BRANCH — 
The devil took a beating last 
nign: at Monmouth College 
during a divzzussion of de- 
mons and exorciem by a 
Jesuit priest, a psychiatrist, 
ang a Self-described witch in 
the Pollack Auditorium,

*: am a witch. not a war- 
lock.” Dr. Martello told a re- 
porter. *'Warlock is from the 
Scottish word meaning traitor 
or deceiver. Most of the 
misconceptions about witches 
are caused by writers who 
are Christians.” 

Dr. Martello, founder of 
the Witches: Liberation Move- 
ment and editor of the 
Witches Newsletter, New 
York, told the audience of 
atout 350 that witches have 
nothing to do with demon pos- 
SeSSION. 

*A true witch does not be- 
lieve in the devil,” he said. 

He wasn't the only Speaker 
arguing agianst possess1ion. 

*«T am skeptical about de- 
mons or possession by any 
Supernatural power.” Dr. 
O'Scanlon, Red Bank, said. 
*As a 'phychiatrist, I believe 
in love. hate and indifference,” 
he added, explaining a pSy- 
Chiatrist's basis of mental 
health. 

'*There's no need to worry 


about demons,” said Father 
Ryan, assSociate professor of 
Historical Theology at Wood- 
Stock College, New York, 
Said. He said Jesus Christ 
protects man from the devUl. 

*We have Christ. Satan's 
dominion was radically over- 
come by Chris's life, death 
and resurrection.”” 


Father Ryan s$Said the Ro- 
man Catholic Church teaches 
that God created all things 
and endowed man with free 
will, that {he devil exists and 
v-as good, but became evil, 
znd that Christ lived and 
protects man from the devil. 


*As for demon possession,”” 
he Said, *The Church does 
not have a <tand” regarding 
belief by Catholics. They are 
**free to believe or not be- 
lieve,”” he said. 


Father Ryan said he per- 
Sonally doesn't believe there 
are demohs running around 
Stirring up trouble. *©The 


Church does not teach whaT 


the devil is doing.” 

He said, however, there 
have been three Church au- 
thenticated cases of posses- 
$:0n, and the Church does 
have an exorcism prayer. A 
mayer, not a magic ritual,” 
he stressed. 


Exorcism 1s permitted only 
on order of a bishop, and on- 
ly after all psychological 
causes of the behavior have 
been explored and ruled out, 
he said. 

There are three conditions 
that must be met before ex- 
orcism is deemed necessary, 
he said. 

The victim must speak or 
understand Strange lan- 
guages, he said. **Not glosso- 
lalia, Speaking in tongues. 
That's a joyous experience. 
It must be a foreign lan- 
guage, perhaps ancient.” 

The victim must display 
the faculty of divulging hid- 
den or future events. 

The victim . must display 
powers beyond his age or 
netural condition such as a 
youngster mastering a for- 
eign language. 

Both the priest and the 
psychiatrist agreed that psy- 
chological illness could cause 
telekinetic events, such as a 
bed Shaking or a drawer 
opening and closing. 

**T believe that, yet I have 
no explanation,” Dr. O'Scan- 
lon said. 

He said most supposed pos- 
SeSSIONS are expresslions of 
psychosis, which means the 
victim has lost touch with 
reality. | 

*Auditory and visual hallu- 


cinations occur,” he said, 
and also delusjons, where a 
person may believe he 1s 
Someone else, or that he 1s 
being spied upon.” 

Dr. O'Scanlon listed a vari- 
ety of treatment approaches, 


including «lectric s$hock, 
drugs, and psychotherapy. 

Rashes, tremors or paraly- 
SIS can occur because of 
mental illness, he said. 

People are possessed by 
their own fears and emotions 
which they cannot control. 
To ascribe it to the superna- 
tura, is an aberration,” he 
Sald. 

'*Is the devil afraid of elec- 
tric 5hock?” he asked. 

"Possession is not by any 
devil, but by a person's own 
brain and body chemicals, 
and the possibility of a cure 
lies in psychiatry,” Dr. 
O'Scanlon emphasized. 

Father Ryan said the book 
and film, *The Exorcist,” 
greatly exaggerated the 
Symptoms of possession, and 
the performance of exorcism. 

"That was a great horror 
film, a steeplechase horror,” 
much different from what ac- 
tually takes place,” he said. 

**PriestSs don't Shout, 1 
command you to leave this 
body,'. and there are no 
words appearing on the flesh, 
or blood flowing. That's all 
exaggerated.” 

Dr. Martgllo took_pains to 
declare a difference ve.ween 
witches, who do not believe 
in the devil, and Satanists, 
who do. 

"The only victims of pos- 
SesSion Seem to be people 
who believe in the Judaic- 
Christian theology,” he said, 
citing Stanism and posses- 
Sion as a reverse theology. 

**If you clon't believe in the 
devil, you cannot be pos- 
SesSed by the devil,” he ad- 
ded.

Dr. Martello closed by 
charging organized religions 
with promoting male chau- 
vinism. 

**The witches' god is a god- 
dess,” he Said. *'We Should 
change the inscription on 
coins to *'In. Goddess We 
po; So 

He said witches do not be- 
lieve in heaven, hell or sin. 
*'We Say, do what you want, 
as long as you hurt no one 
else.' ” 

He said Some witches be- 
lieve in reincarnation, adding 
that *I did once, but that 
was in another life.” 

The witches' idea of heav- 
en Stems from the peasant's 
need for a good growing sea- 
Son, he Said.
